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ABSTRACT 

^ Recent changes in the questionnaire used in the March 

Income Supplement to the Current Population Survey (CPS) have made it 
possible for the March CPS to be used as a source of information on 
the labor force status and other characteristics of non institutional 
persons with a work disability. According to the March 1982 CPS, the 
overall rate of work disability among persons between the ages of 16 
and 64 was 8.9 percent. Among those factors that appear to be 
associated with a high likelihood of having a work disability are low 
level of educational attainment, race, region of residence, marital 
status, household relationship, poverty status, and program 
participation status. Data from the March 1982 CPS also indicated 
that the presence of a work disability had a strong negative impact 
on the likelihood of being in the labor force, and, among those 
persons in the labor force, the presence of a work disability was 
associated with a chance of being unemployed and with lower earnings.

mrRODUCTION 

One of the issuea that this country has tried to address 
through the Federal statistical system is the extent to which 
persons with a disability arc able to participate in the labor 
force. Programs and policies have been established to 
discourage discrimination and encourage training and rehabil- 
itation, but the success of these programs and policies cannot 
be measured without some type of statistical monitoring 
system. Statistics on persons with a disability are obtained 
from two sources: program statistics and household surveys. 
While the former source is critical for certain purposes, the 
basic unit in a statistical monitoring system must be 
household surveys. Only through household suiveys is it

Although the direct questions about disability status are 
new (the present wording was adopted in March 1981), the 
CPS questionnaire has always provided information which 
could be used as a partial and indirect measure disability 
status. For the purposes of this study, both the direct 
information provided by the new items and the indirect 
information provided by the continuing Items have been used 
in the determination of work disability status. Specifically, 
persons were classified as having a work disability if they 



were identified as having a work disability in either of the 
direct items or if they met any of the following criteria: 

1. Did not work in previous week because has long-term 
physical or mental illness or disability which prevents the 
performance of any kind of work (based on response to 
"main activity last week" question on the basic CPS 
questionnaire). 

2. Did not work at all in previous year because ill or disabled 
(based on response to "reason did not work last year" 
question on the March Supplement). 

3. Under 65 years of age and covered by Medicare. 

4. Under 65 years of age and a recipient of Supplemental 
Security Incorne. 

Of the 13.1 million persons between the ages of 16 and 64 
years who were classified as having a work disability, about 
10.4 million were identified by the first direct item as having 
a work disability. The second direct item identified an 
additional 1.2 million persons. Approximately 1.5 million 
were not identified as disabled by either of the direct items 
but w r-e identified as disabled by one or more of the indirect 
items.

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differences in question wording and survey design. For this 
reason, caution should be used in comparing the results 
shown in this report with the results of other studies. In fact, 
one of the expected benefits cf the addition of the disability 
items to the March Income Supplement will be the ability to 
produce a time series on persons with a work disability which 
will not be affected in a significant way by changes in 
question wording or survey design.

PREVALENCE OF WORK DISABILITY: 
PERSONS 16 TO 64 YEARS OF AGE 

The overall rate of work disability among persons in this 
age group was 8.9 percent, but the prevalence rate varied 
among demographic, social, and economic groups. The rate 
among males was somewhat higher than the rate among 
females. Other factors strongly associated with the likelihood 
of having a work disability included age, education, and race. 

Age. The effect of age on work disability status was 
relatively minor for persons under 45 but was quite 



pronounced for persons above that ag,?. The prevalence rate 
increased from 7.1 percent for persons 35 to 44 years of age 
to 12.3 percent for persons 45 to 54 years and to 24.1 
percent for persons 55 to 64 years. 

Education. The exact causal relationships between years of 
schooling and the likelihood of having a work disability are 
probably complex, but the association between the two 
characteristics is very strong. Among persons 25 to 64 years, 
the work disability prevalence rate varied from 31.0 percent 
among persons with less than an eighth-grade education to 
g.O percent among those with a high school education and 
4.6 percent among college graduates. It could be argued that 
the causal relationships between disability and low educa- 
tional attainment run in both directions. On the one hand, 
low levels of schooling ma/ lead to participation in high-risk 
occupations. On the other hand, certain disabilities may 
make it more difficult to attend and complete school. A 
further hypothesis is that a common set of factors (i.e., 
economic deprivation in childhood) may lead both to low 
educational attainment and to an increased likelihood of 
becoming disabled.

Part of the observed relationship between education and 
work disability may be due to the effect of age because age is 
positively associated with work disability and has a negative 
association with education \ The data in table 1, however, 
indicate that the relationship between education and work 
disability exists even when age is held constant. For example, 
among persons 45 to 54 years of age, the work disability rate 
varied from 28.2 percent among those with less than an 
eighth-grade education to 9.5 percent among high school 
graduates and 5.8 percent among college graduates. 

Race and Spanish origin. Blacks were more likely than 
Whites to have a work disability. Persons of Spanish origin, 
however, were no more likely than Whites and were less 
likely than Blacks to have a work disability. The failure of 
Spanish persons to show a disability rate higher than Whites 
is somewhat puzzling in view of the strong negative associa- 
tion shown above between ye^^.rs of schooling and disability 
status. Table 1 shows that only about 50 percent of Spanish 
persons 25 to 64 years old had completed high school, 
compared with about 62 percent of Blacks and 79 percent of 
Whites in the same age group. These differences would lead 
one to expect a higher work disability rate among Spanish 
persons than was actually observed.

Other characteristics. The prevalence of work disability 
varisd by a number of other characteristics including region 
and residence, marital status, household relationship, poverty 
status, and program participation status. 

Among the areas of the United States with relatively high 
prevalence rates for work disability were the central cities of 
the Northeast (11.3 percent) and the nonmetropolitan areas 
of the South (11.7 percent). Within metropolitan areas, the 
prevalence rate was generally hJcher in the central cit'es than 
in the area's outside of central cities. 

Relationships existed between, work disability status^and 
marital status and between wc rk disability status and 
household relationship. The prevalence rate was higher 
among widowed, divorced, or separated persons than among 
married persons and the rate among unrelated individuals was 
considerably higher than the rate among -family members. 
The data suggest that the disadvantage of having a work 
disability is often compounded by the lack of a family sup- 
port system. 

Persons with a work disability make up a group that is 
seriously economically disadvantaged. This conclusion is 
supported by data showing a strong negative relationship 
betwaen the level of personal income and the likelihood of 
having a work disability. Of the 13.1 million persons with a 
work disability, 3.4 million, or about 26 percent, were in 
poverty. The poverty rate for persons with no work disability 
was only about 10 percent. Work-disabled persons made up a 
disproportionate share of the persons participating in some

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of the major assistance programs. Of the 12.1 million persons 
in the age universe who received food stamps in 1981, for 
example, approximately 23 percent were work-disabled. The 
work disability rate among Medicaid recipients was about 37 
percent 

WORK DISABILITY STATUS AND LABOR 
FORCE CHARACTERISTICS: PERSONS 
16T0 64 YEARS OF AGE 

The presence of a work disability had a strong negative 
impact on the likelihood of being in the labor force, and 
among those persons in the labor force, the presence of a 
v/ork disability was associated with a greater chance of being 
unemployed and with lower earnings. 



Males with a work disability were only about one-half as 
likely to be in the labor force as those with no-^work 
disability, and work-disabled females had a labor force 
participation rate only one-third that of females with no 
work disability. Educational attainment had a strong effect 
on whether a person with a work disability was likely to be 
in the labor force. For example, the labor force participation 
rate among work-disabled males ranged from 19.7 percent 
among those with less than an eighth-grade education to 48.2 
percent for high school graduates and about /O percent for 
college graduates. A similar pattern was evident for females. 

Among both males and females, the presence of a work 
disability increased the chances of being unemployed. 
Among males, for example, the unemployment rate was 16.9 
percent among those with a work disability and 10.2 percent 
among those with no wjrk^isability. 



In terms of occupational patterns, the major difference 
between males with a work disability and males with no 
work disability was the reduced likelihood of the former 
group to be employed in professional, technical, and kindred 
occupations. Among females, there were major differences 
between work-disabled persons and persons with no work 
disability in the proportions employed as professional, 
technical, and kindred workers; clerical and kindred workers; 
and service workers. Females with a work disability were 
relatively less likely to be employed in the former two 
occupation categories and more likely to ba employed as 
service workers. 

There was a considerable difference between the sexes in 
the likelihood of work-disabled persons to be employed by 
the Federal Government The proportion of employed 
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work-disabled persons who worked for the Federal Govern- 
ment was 5.8 percent among males and only 1.4 percent 
among females. The difference was presumably due to 
differences in overall occupational patterns between males 
and females (e.g., females were rtiuch more likely to be 
employed as seivice workers). 

The negative impact of having a work disability was also 
apparent in the data on employer-provided benefits. Among 
males, about 59 percent of those with a work disability were 
covered by an employer-provided health plan, compared with 
about 72 percent of those with no work disability. A 
difference in the likelihood of coverage between females with 
a work disability and those with no work disability was also 
evfdent, but the coverage data for females are difficult to

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Appendix A. Related Sources of Data 



The Federal Government has sponsored a number of 
household surveys since the mid-1 960's which provide 
information on the labor force and other characteristics of 
persons with a disability. The first major survey to provide 
estimates of the number and characteristics of persons with a 
work disability was the 1966 Social Security Survey of 
Disabled Adults. Other major Social Security Administration 
(SSA) surveys followed in 1972 and 1978. These SSA 
surveys obtained very detailed information on the economic, 
social, and health situations of persons with a work dis- 
ability. Persons were classified as to their work disability 
status according to their responses to the following 
questions: 

1. Does your health or condition limit the kind or amount 
of work you can do? 

2. Does your health or condition keep you from working 
altogether? 

3. Are you now able to do the same kind of work you did 
before your work limitation began? 

4. Are you now able to work full time or can you work only 
part time? 

5. Are you now able to work regularly or can you only work 
occasionally or irregularly? 

The classification scheme included the following cate- 
gories of work disability status: 

Severe. Unable to work altogether or unable to work 
regularly. 

Occupational. Able to work regularly but unable to do same 
work as before onset of limitation or unable to work full 
time. 

Secondary. Limited in the kind or amount of work that can 
be done, but able to work regularly at a full-time job and 
able to do same work as before. 

The results of the 1966, 1972, and 1978 SSA surveys are 
summarized in tables A-1 and A-2' . Table A-1 shows that the 
overall prevalence rate declined from 1966 to 1972 but 
returned to its original level in 1978. In contrast, the 
prevalence rate for severe cases rose sharply over both 
periods. Table A-2 shows that the labor force participation

rate of percons with a work disability declined by about 
one-third over the 1966-78 period. Part, but not all of this 
decline may be explained by the fact that persons with a 
severe limitation made up an increasing proportion of all 
persons with a work disability. 

The SSA surveys are the only Federal surveys which have 
had work disability status as the primary focus, but a number 
of general purpose surveys have included questions about 
work disability status. Some of the more important of these 
surveys include the (1) 1967 Survey of Economic Opportu- 
nity (SEO), (2) 1970 census, (3) 1976 Survey of Income and 
Education (SIE), (4) 1980 census, and (5) the 1981 and 
1982 March Supplements to the Current Population Survey 
(CPS). The inclusion of disability questions on the CPS 
March Supplement is a new development which came about 
as part of a revised method of asking persons about the 
possible receipt of disability income. 

Tables A-3 and A-4 present selected data from the various 
general purpose surveys on the prevalence of work disability 
and on the Ipbor force participation rate of persons with a 
work disability. The wordings of the disability questions 
which were asked in the various surveys are:

There are very substantial, and not easily explainable, 
differences in the prevalence rates shown in tables A-1 and 
A.3. In general, the SSA surveys produced the highest 
estimates of prevalence and the census and CPS surveys 
produced the lowest, with the SEO and SIE estimates 
somewhere in between. There are, of course, differences 
among the surveys in question wording, survey design, and in 
the emphasis given in training and field operations to the

importance of collecting accurate information on disability 
status, but the size of the differentials in prevalence estimates 
still seems surprising. It might be useful to take a little closer 
look at two surveys which were conducted within 2 years of 
each other: the 1978 SSA survey and the 1980 census. 

1978 SSA 

Noninstitutional persons 18 to 64 years of age . 127.0 million 

With a work disability 21.9 million 

In the labor force 9.7 million 

1980 census 

Noninstitutional persons 16 to 64 years of age . 144.7 million 

With a work disability 12.3 million 

In the labor force 47 million 
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The 1978 SSA survey estimate of the number of persons 
with a work disability is 9.6 million higher than the 1980 
census estimate even though the SSA base was considerably 
smaller than the census base. One partia! explanation that 
might be offered is the possibility that the additional persons 
identified in the SSA survey are those with very marginal 
disabilities. The data on labor force participation rates argue 
against this hypothesis, however. If the additional persons 
identified by the SSA survey had only marginal disabilities, 
then the labor force participation rate of persons with a work 
disability should be much higher in the SSA survey than in 
the census survey. In fact, the labor force participation rates 
in the two surveys are fairly close (44.2) percent in the SSA; 
38.1 percent in the census). 

The large differences in survey estimates of work dis- 
ability prevalence are a matter of concern, of course, but the 
goals and purpose of one survey are not necessarily those of 
another. The basic purpose of the SSA survey program is to 
obtain very detailed information about the health, work, 
social, and economic characteristics associated with work 



disability. The basic reason for including disability questioi 
in census questionnaires is to provide data for State 
counties, localities, and neighborhoods, and for populatic 
subgroups which could not be separately identified in surve' 
with smaller samples. Finally, the importance of the inci 
sion of disability questions in the March Supplements to tl 
CPS is that it will make it possible to' develop a time seri 
which will provide basic data on the labor force stati 
income, earnings, and poverty status of persons with a wo 
disability. 

CONCLUSION 

A review of past survey results suggests that responses 
questions about work disability status are sensitive 
differences in question wording and survey design. For tl 
reason, the modification of the CPS annual March Supp 
ment to include a question about disability status may pre 
highly useful. This development will make it possible 
provide annual estimates based on a survey which is likely 
exhibit considerable constancy in wording and design. 



Appendix B. Definitions and Explanations 



Population coverage. This report includes the civilian nonin- 
stitutional population of the United States and approxi- 
mately 871,000 members of the Armed Forces in the United 
States living off post or with their families on post, but 
excludes all other members of the Armed Forces. 

Metropolitan-nonmetropolitan residence. The population re- 
siding in standard metropolitan statistical areas (SMSA's) 
constitutes the metropolitan population. Except in New 
England, an SMSA is a county or group of contiguous 
counties which contain at least one city of 50,000 inhabit- 
ants or more, or "twin cities" with a combined population of 
at least 50,000. In addition to the county or counties 
containing such a city or cities, contiguous counties are 
included in a SMSA if, according to certain criteria, they are 
essentially metropolitan in character and are socially and 
economically Integrated with the central city. In New 
England, SMSA's consist of towns and cities, rather than 
counties. 

The figures shown in this report for metropolitan areas are 
based on the standard metropolitan statistical areas (SMSA's) 
as defined on the basis of the 1970 census; those published 
prior to the March 1973 CPS referred to SMSA's as defined 
on the basis of the 1960 census. There are significant 
differences in the population classified as metropolitan from 
each of these definitions. For the 1970 definition of SMSA's, 
see U.S. Census of Population: ^^10, Number of Inhabitants, 
PC(1 )-A1 , United States Summary. 

Central cities. Each SMSA must include at least pne central 
city, and the complete title of an SMSA identifies the central 
city or cities. If only one central city is designated, then it 
must have 50,000 inhabitants or more. The area title m.ay 
include, in addition to the largest city, up to two city names 
on the basis and in the order of the following criteria: (1) the 
additional city has at least 250,000 inhabitants or (2) the 
additional city has a population of one-third or more of that 
of the largest city and a minimum population of 25,000. An 
exception occurs where two cities have contiguous bound- 
aries and constitute, for economic and social purposes, a 
single community of at least 50,000, the smaller of which 
must have a population of at least 1 5,000. 

Geographic regions. The four major regions and nine Census 
divisions of the United States for which data are presented in 
this report represent groups of States as follows: 



Northeast: 

New England: Connecticut, Maine, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, Rhode Island, and Vermont. 

Middle Atlantic: New Jersey, New York, and Penn- 
sylvania. 

North Central: 

East North Central: Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, 
and Wisconsin. 

West North Central: Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Missou- 
ri, Nebraska, North Dakota, and South Dakota. 
South: 

South Atlantic: Delaware, District of Columbia, Flori- 
da, Georgia, Maryland, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Virginia, and West Virginia. 

East South Central: Alabama, Kentucky, Mississippi, 
and Tennessee. 

West South Central: Arkansas, Louisiana, Oklahoma, 
and Texas. 
West- 
Mountain: Arizona, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Ne- 
vada, New Mexico, Utah, and Wyoming. 

Pacific: Alaska, California, Hawaii, Oregon, and Wash- 
ington. 

Household. A household consists of all the persons who 
occupy a housing unit. A house, an apartment or other group 
of rooms, or a single room is regarded as a housing unit whs:n 
it is occupied or intended for occupancy as separate living 
quarters; that is, when the occupants do not live and eat with 
any other persons in the structure and there is either (1) 
direct access from the outside or through a common hall or 
(2) a kitchen or cooking equipment for the exclusive use of 
the occupants. 

A household includes the related family members and all 
the unrelated persons, if any, such as lodgers, foster children, 
wards, or employees who share the housing unit. A person 
living alone in a housing unit, or a group of unrelated persons 
sharing a housing unit as partners, is also counted as a 
household. The count of households excludes group quarters. 

Group quarters. All persons who are not members of 
households are regarded as living in group quarters. Group 
quarters contain five or more persons unrelated to the person 
in charge, such as residents of lodging and boarding houses. 
Persons living in military barracks and inmates of institutions 
were excluded from the survey. 
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Headiversus householder. Beginning with the 1980 CPS, the 
Bureau: of -the 3.Census discontinued the use of the terms 
''headriEfrrthtmsehold" and "head of family." Instead, the 
T2:r2ns*:'^i3misnt)lder" and "family householder" are used. 
rCT-mr^aciair changes have resulted in greater sharing of 
tiunsshtnri::iEsponsibilities among the adult members and, 
lUeiriEo i t^ vlhBve made the term "head" increasingly inappro- 
nris??* in^he analysis of household and family data. Speclfi- 
caiiy, the Bureau has discontinued its longtime practice of 
always classifying the husband as the reference person (head) 
when he and his wife are living together. 

Householder. The instructions call for listing first the person 
(or one of the persons) in whose name the home is owned or 
rented. If the house is owned jointly by a married »:ouple, 
either the husband or the wife may be listed first, thereby 
becoming the reference person, or householder, to whom the 
relationship of the other household members is recorded. 
One person in each household is designated as the "house- 
holder." The number of householders, therefore, is equal to 
the number of households. 

Family. A family is a group of two persons or more (one of 
whom is the householder) related by birth, marriage, or 
adoption and residing together; all such persons (including 
related subfamily members) are considered as members of 
one family. Beginning with the 1980 CPS, unrelated sub- 
families (referred to in the past as secondary families) are no 
longer included in the count of families, nor are the members 
of unrelated subfamilies included in the count of family 
members. 

Fftmily household. A family household is a household 
maintained by a family (as defined above), and any unrelated 
persons (unrelated subfamily members and/or secondary 
individuals) who may be residing there are included. The 
number of family households is equal to the number of 
families. The count of family household members differs 
from the count of family members, however, in that the 
family household members include all persons living in the 
household, whereas family members include only the house- 
holder and his/her relatives. (See the definition of family.) 

Unrelated subfamily. An unrelated subfamily (formerly 
called a secondary family) is a group of two persons or more 
who are related to each other by birth, marriage, or 
adoption, but who are not related to the householder. The 
unrelated subfamily may include persons such as guests, 
roomers, boarders, or resident employees and their relatives 
living in a household. The number of unrelated subfamily 
members is Included in the number of household members 
but is not included in the count of family members. 

Persons living with relatives in group quarters were 
formerly considered as members of unrelated subfamilies. 
However, the number of such unrelated subfamilies became 
so small (37,000 in 1967) that beginning with data for 1968 
(and beginning with census data for 1960) the Bureau of the 
Census includes persons in these unrelated subfamilies in the 
count of secondary individuals. 
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Married couple. A married couple, as defined for census 
purposes, is a husband and wife enumerated as members of 
the same household. The married couple may or may not 
have children living with them. The expression "husband- 
wife" or "married-couple" before the term "household," or 
"family," indicates that the household, or family, is main- 
tained by a husband and wife. 

Unrelated individuals. The term "unrelated individuals" re- 
fers to persons 15 years old and over (other than inmate? of 
institutions) who are not living with any relatives. An 
unrelated individual may (1) constitute a one-person house- 
hold, (2) be part of a household including one or more other 
families or unrelated individuals, or (3) reside in group 
quarters such as a rooming house. Thus, a widow living by 
herself or with one or more other persons not related to her, 
a lodger not related to the householder or to anyone else in 
the household, and a servant living in an employer's 
household with no relatives are examples of unrelated 
individuals. 

Nonfamily householder. A nonfamily householder (formerly 
called a primary individual) is a person maintaining a 
household while living alone or with nonrelatives only. 

Secondary individual. A secondary individual is a person in a 
household or group quarters such as a guest, roomer, 
boarder, or resident employee (excluding nonfamily house- 
holders and inmates of institutions) who is not related to any 
other person in the household or group quarters. (See section 
on unrelated subfamily for slight change in coverage of 
secondary individuals in 1968.) 

Size of household, family, or subfamily. The term "size of 
household" includes all persons occupying a housing unit. 
"Size of family" includes the family householder and all 
other persons in the living quarters who are related to the 
householder by birth, marriage, or adoption. 

Own children and related children under 18 years of age. 
"Own" children in a family are sons and daughters, including 
stepchildren and adopted children of the householder. 
"Related" children .in a family include own children and all 
other children in the household who are related to the 
householder by blood, marriage, or adoption. 

Related persons and family members. In the classification of 
households by number of related persons, the person or 
couple who maintains the household or (housing unit) and all 
persons in the household related to them are included. In the 
classification of families by number of family members, all 
persons in the family are included. The number of family 
members is the same as the size of the family. 

Marital status. The marital status classification identifies 
four major categories: single, married, widowed, and 
divorced. These terms refer to the marital status at the time 
of the enumeration. 
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The category "married" is further divided into "married, 
wife present," "separated." and "other married, wife absent" 
for male householders and "married, husband absent" by 
reason for absence of husband for female householders. A 
male householder was classified as "married, wife present" if 
his wife was reported as a member of the household, even 
though she may have been temporarily absent on business or 
on vacation, visiting, in a hospital, etc., at the time of the 
enumeration. Persons reported as separated included those 
with legel separations, those living apart with intentions of 
obtaining a divorce, and other persons permanently or 
temporarily separated because of marital discord. The groups 
"other married, wife absent" and "other married, husband 
absent" included married persons living apart because either 
the wife or the husband was employed and living at a 
considerable distance from home, was residing in an institu- 
tion, had moved to another area, or had a different place of 
residence for any other reason except separation as defined 
above. 

Age. The age classification is based on the age of the person 
at his last birthday. 

Race. The population is divided into three groups on the 
basis of race: White, Black, and "other races." The last 
category includes Indians, Japanese, Chinese, and any other 
race except White and Black. "Other races" are sometimes 
shown in combination with the Black population. 

Persons of Spanish origin. Persons of Spanish origin were 
identified by a question that asked for self-identification of 
the person's origin or descent. Respondents were asked to 
select their origin (and the origin of other household 
members) from a "flashcard" listing ethnic origins. Persons 
of Spanish origin, in particular, were those who indicated 
that their origin was Mexican, Puerto Rican, Cuban, Central 
or South American, or some other Spanish origin. It should 
be noted that persons of Spanish origin may be of any race. 

Years of school completed. Data on years of school com- 
pleted were derived from the combination of answers to 
questions concerning the highest grade of school atten ied by 
the person and whether or not that grade was finished. The 
questions of educational attainment apply only to progress in 
"regular" schools. Such schools include graded public, 
private, and parochial elementary and high schools (both 
junior and senior), colleges, universities, and professional' 
schools (whether day schools or night schools). Thus, regular 
schooling is that which may advance a person toward an 
elementary school certificate, a high school diploma, or a 
college, university, or professional school degree. Schooling 
in other than regular schools was counted only if the credits 
obtained were regarded as transferable to a school in the 
regular school system. 

Work disability. Persons were classified as having a work 
disability if they met any of the following criteria: 
1. With a health problem or disability which prevents them 
from working or which limits the kind or amount of work 
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they can do. (See items 59A and 59B on the facsimile of 
Form CPS-665- Income Supplement.) 

2. With a service-connected disability or ever retired or left a 
job for health reasons. (See items 60A and 60B on the 
facsimile of Form CPS-665-lncome Supplement.) 

3. Did not work in survey week because of long-term 
physical or mental illness or disability which prevents the 
performance of any kind of work. 

4. Did not work at all in 1981 because ill or disabled. 

5. Under 65 years of age and covered by Mbdicare. 

6. Under 65 years of age and a recipient of SSI (Supple- 
mental Security Income). 

Veteran status. A "veteran," as defined In this publication, is 
a male who has served but is not now serving cn active duty 
in the Armed Forces of the United States. Information on 
veteran status was obtained only for males, not for females. 

Occupation, industry and class of worker. Persons are 
classified according to the civilian job held during the survey 
week. Persons employed at two or more jobs were reported 
in the job at vyhich they worked the greatest number of 
hours during the week. The occupation and industry group- 
ings included in this report were based on the classification 
system used in the 1970 census. 

Labor force and employment status. The definitions of labor 
force and employment status relate to the population 15 
years old and over. 

Employed, Employed persons comprise (1) all civilians 
who, during the survey week containing* March 12,1982 did 
any work at all as paid employees or in their own business or 
profession, or on their own farm, or who worked 1 5 hours or 
more as unpaid workers on a farm or in a business operated 
by a member of the family and (2) all those who were not 
working but who had jobs or businesses from which they 
were temporarily absent because of illness, bad weather, 
vacation, or labor-management dispute, or because they were 
taking time off for personal reasons, whether or not they 
were paid by their employers for time off, and whether or 
not they were seeking other jobs. Excluded from the 
employed group are persons whose only activity consisted of 
work around the house (such as own home housework, and 
painting or repairing own home) or volunteer work for 
religious, charitable, and similar organizations. 

Unemployed. Unemployed persons are those civilians 
who, during the survey week containing IVIarch 12,1982, had 
no employment but were available for work and (1) had 
engaged in any specific jobseeking activity within the past 4 
weeks, such as registering at a public or private employment 
office, meeting with prospective employers, checking with 
friends or relatives, placing or answering advertisements, 
writing letters of application, or being on a union or 
professional register; (2) were waiting to be called back to a 
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job from which they had been laid off, or (3) were waiting to 
report to a new wage or salary job within 30 days. 

Labor force. Persons are classified as in the labor force if 
they were employed as civilians, unemployed, or in the 
Armed Forces during the survey week. The "civilian labor 
force" is comprised of all civilians classified as employed or 
unemployed. 

Not in the labor force. All civilians who are not classified 
as employed or unemployed are defined as "not in the labor 
force." This group who are neither employed nor seeking 
work includes persons engaged only in own home house- 
work, who were atianding school or were unable to work 
because of long-term pliysical or mental illness; persons who 
are retired or too old to work, seasonal workers for whom 
the survey week fell in an off season, and the voluntarily idle. 
Persons doing only unpaid family work (less than 15 hours 
during the specified week) are also classified as not in the 
labor force. 

Pari-time or full-time jobs. A person is classified as having 
worked st part-time jobs during the preceding calendar year 
if he worked at civilian jobs which provided less than 35 
hours of work per week in a majority of the weeks in which 
he worked during the year. He is classified as having worked 
at full-time jobs if he worked 35 hoiirs or more per week 
during a majority of the weeks in which he worked. 

Year-round full-time worker. A year-round full-time worker 
is one who worked primarily at full-time civilian jobs for 50 
weeks or more during the preceding calendar year. 

Income. For each person in the sample 15 years old and 
over, questions were asked on the amount of money income 
received in 1981 from each of the following sources: (1) 
money wages or salary; (2) net income from nonfarm 
self -employment; (3) net income from farm self- 
employment; (4) Social Security or railroad retirement; (5) 
Supplemental Security income; (6) public assistance or 
welfare payments; (7) interest (on savings or other invest- 
ments which pay interest); (8) dividends, income from 
estates or trusts, or net rental income; (9) veterans' payments 
or unemployment and worker's compensation; (10) private 
pensions or government employee pensions; (11) alimony or 
child support, regular contributions from persons not living 
in the household, and other periodic income. 

It should be noted that although the income statistics 
refer to receipts during the preceding year the characteristics 
of the person, such as age, and labor force status, and the 
composition of families refer to the time of the survey. The 
income of the family does not include amounts received by 
persons who were members of the family during all or part of 
the income year if these persons no longer resided with the 
family at the time of enumeration. On the other hand, family 
income includes amounts reported by related persons who 
did not resiife with the family during the income year but 
who were members of the family at the time of enumeration. 
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All sources of income may be combined into two major 
types: 

Total money earnings. The algebraic sum of money wagds 
or salary and net income from farm and nonfarm self- 
employment. 

Income other than earnings. The algebraic sum of all 
sources of money income except wages and salaries and 
income from sslf-employment. 

Data on consumer income collected in the CPS by the 
Bureau of the Census cover money income received (exclu- 
sive of certain money receipts such as capital gains) before 
payments for personal income taxes. Social Security, union 
dues. Medicare deductions, etc. Therefore, money income 
does not reflect the fact that some families receive part of 
their income in the form of noncash t3nofits such as food 
stamps, health benefits, and subsidized h ousing; that some 
farm families receive noncash benefits in the form of 
rent-free housing and goods produced and consumed on the 
farm; or that noncash benefits are also received by some 
nonfarm residents which often take the form of the use of 
business transportation and facilities, full or partial payments 
by business for retirement programs, medical and educational 
expenses, etc. These elements should be considered when 
comparing income levels. Moreover, readers should be aware 
that for many different reasons there is a tendency in 
household ;'urveys for respondents to underreport their 
income. From an arialysis of independently derived income 
estimates, it has been determined that income earned from 
wages or salaries is much better reported than other sources 
of income, and is nearly equal to independent estimates of 
aggregate income. 

Median income. The median income is the amount which 
divides the distribution into two equal groups, one having 
incomes above the median, and the other having incomes 
below the median. The medians for families and unrelated 
individuals are based on all families and unrelated individuals. 
The medians for persons are based on persons with income. 

Mean income. The mean income is the amount obtained by 
dividing the total income of a group by the number of units 
in that group. The means for families and unrelated 
individuals are based on all families and unrelated individuals. 
The means for persons are based on persons with income. 

Poverty definition. Poverty statistics presented in this report 
are based on a definition developed by the Social Security 
Administration in 19G4 and revised by Federal Interagency 
Committees in 1969 and 1980. The poverty index provides a 
range of income cutoffs adjusted by such factors as family 
size and number of children under 1 8 years old. 

Food stamps. Food stamps are distributed through State and 
local welfare offices. The program is Federally funded and is 
administered by the Food and Nutrition Service of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. The CPS questions on food 
stamps identify households in which one or more of the 
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current members received food stamps during the previous 
year. 

Public or other subsidized housing. There are several housing 
programs designed for families of low income. Among these, 
the most important are Low Rent Public Housing and 
Sections 8, 236, and 101 (rent supplements) of the U.S. 
Housing Act. Low rent public housing projects are owned, 
managed, and administered by a local housing authority. 
Partial financing may be provided by the State or the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. Participa- 
tion in public housing is determined by two factors: program 
eligibility and the availability of housing. Income standards 
for initial and continuing occupancy vary by local housing 
authority, although the limits are constrained by Federal 
guidelines. Rental charges, which, in turn, define net bene- 
fits, are set by a Federal statute not to exceed 25 percent of 
net monthly money income. A recipient unit can either be a 
family of two or more related persons or an individual who is 
handicapped, elderly, or displaced by urban renewal or 
natural disaster. 

Two of the more common programs in which Federal, 
State, and local funds are used to subsidize private sector 
housing are Sections 8 and 101, rent supplement plans. The 
difference between the "fair market" rent and the rent 
charged to the tenant is paid to the owner by a government 
agency. Under an interest reduction program (e.g.. Section 
236), the amount of interest paid on the mortgage by the 
owner is reduced so that subsequent savings can be passed 
along to low-income tenants in the form of lower rent 
charges. 

There were two questions dealing with public and 
low-cost housing on the March CPS supplement question- 
naire. The first question identified residence in a housing unit 
owned by a public agency. The second question identified 
beneficiaries who were not living in public housing projects, 
but who were paying lower rent because of a government 
subsidy. 

Medicaid. The Medicaid Program is administered by State 
agencies through grants from the Health Care Financing 
Administration of the Department of Health and Human 
Services. Funding for medical assistance payments consists of 
a combination of Federal, State, and in some cases, local 
funds. 

Medicaid is for the most part a categorical program with 
complex eligibility rules which vary from State to State. 
There are two basic groups of eligible individuals: the 
categorically eligible and the medically needy. The major 
categorically eligible groups are all Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) recipients and most Supple- 
mental Security Income (SSI) recipients. 

The Medicaid question of the March CPS attempted to 
identify all adults who were covered by Medicaid at any time 
during 1981. The term "covered" means enrolled in the 
Medicaid program, i.e., had a Medicaid medical assistance 
card or incurred medical bills which werq ipaid for by 
Medicaid. In order to be counted, the person did not have to 
O ve medical care paid for by Medicaid. 



Medicare. The Medicare Program consists of two separate 
but complementary health plans designed to provide ade- 
quate medical care for the aged and disabled. The Basic 
Hospital Insurance Plan (Part A) provides basic protection 
against the costs of hospital and related post-hospital 
services. This plan also covers many persons under 65 years 
old who receive Social Security or Railroad Retirement 
benefits based on long-term disability. Part A is financed 
jointly by employers and employees through Social Security 
payroll deductions. Qualified persons 65 years old and over 
who are not otherwise eligible for Part A benefits may pay 
premiums directly to obtain this coverage. The Medical 
Insurance Plan (Part B) is a voluntary plan which builds upon 
the hospital insurance protection provided by the basic plan. 
It provides insurance protection covering physicians' and 
surgeons' services and a variety of medical and other health 
services received either in hospitals or on sn ambulatory 
basis. It is financed through monthly premium payments 
(about $10.00 per month in 1981) by each enrollee and 
subsidized by Federal general revenue funds. 

The Medicare question on the March CPS attempted to 
identify all persons 15 years old and over who were covered 
by Medicare at any time during 1981. The term "covered" 
means enrolled in the Medicare Program. In order to be 
counted, the person did not necessarily have to receive 
medical care paid for by Medicare. 

Employer- or union-nrovided group health insurance plans. 
The March CPS collected a limited amount of information 
on employer- and union-provided group health insurance for 
civilian persons 15 years old and over who worked during 
1981. Workers who participated in group health insurance 
plans of any kind were asked whether or not their employer 
or union helped pay for all, part, or none of the health 
insurance premium for 1 981 . 

Employer- or union-provided pension plans. Civilian persons 
15 years oiu ;:nd over who worked during 1981 were asked 
about their participation in pension plans provided by 
employers or unions. 

Symbols. A dash (— ) represents zero or rounds to zero, the 
symbol "B" means that the base for the derived figure is less 
than 75,000, the symbol "X" means not applicable, and the 
symbol "NA" means not available. 

Rounding. Percentages are rounded to the nearest tenth of a 
percent; therefore, the percentages in a distribution do not 
always add to exactly 100.0 percent. The totals, however, are 
always shown as 100.0. Moreover, individual figures are 
rounded to the nearest thousand without being adjusted to 
group totals, which are independently rounded; percentages 
are based on the unrounded numbers. 

Base figures. The base figures shown are based on civilian 
noninstltutional population controls for age, race, and sex 
established by the 1980 census. 
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Noninterviews, nonresponses, and allocations. In the March 
1982 CPS, no interview was obtained for approximately 5 
percent of the 61,000 households in the sample. No 
interview was obtained at these households during the 
enumeration week for reasons such as "no one home/' 
"temporarily absent/' or "refusals/' In order to account for 
these households, the weights assigned to households in 
which interviews were obtained have been increased slightly. 
This "noninterview" adjustment procedure adjusts the 
weights of sample households by race of householder and 
within a specified set of geographical restrictions. 

The nonresponse problem, which is sometimes referred to 
as "item nonresponse," is a serious problem in most 



household surveys and is especially troublesome for income. 
Even though an interview is obtainird iii many cases, 
complete Information for all of the income questions is not 
available, unknown or refused. In March 1982, the income 
data were incomplete for about 28 percent of the persons 15 
years old and over. About 34 percent of the families had one 
or more members with incomplete income information. In 
order that the maximum amount of information can be 
utilized, missing income items are imputed or allocated by 
values which are obtained from active respondents with 
similar economic and demographic characteristics.

Appendix C, Source and Reliability of Estimates 



SOURCE OF DATA 

Estimates in this report are derived from data obtained in 
the Current Population Survey (CPS) of the Bureau of the 
Census. The majority of the estimates are calculated using 
data from the March 1982 CPS, and certain estimates data 
are from the March 1981 CPS. 

Current Population Survey (CPS). The monthly CPS deals 
mainly with labor force data for the civilian noninstitutional 
population. Questions relating to labor force participation 
are asked about each member 14 years old and over in each 
sample household. In March, supplementary questions are 
asked about income, and this data combined with the regular 
March CPS, serves as a source of information on labor force 
status and other characteristics of noninstitutional persons 
with a work disability. 

In order to obtain more reliable data for the Spanish 
origin population, the March .CPS sample was enlarged to 
include all households from the previous November sample 
which contained at least one sample person of Spanish origin. 

The present CPS sample was initially selected from the 
1970 census files with coverage in all 50 States and the 
District of Columbia. The sample is continually updated to 
reflect new construction. The monthly CPS sample is located 
in 629 areas comprising 1,148 counties, independent cities, 
and minor civil divisions in the Nation. In this sample, 
approximately 60,500 occupied households were eligible for 
interview. Of this number, about 2,500 occupied units were 
visited but interviews were not obtained because the occu- 
pants were not found at home after repeated calls or were 
unavailable for some other reason. 

The following table provides a description of some aspects 
of the CPS sample designs in use during the referenced data 
collection periods. Note: Numbers reflect the initial size of 
the CPS sample, and do not include enlargements for Spanish 
households. 

Description of the Current Population Survey 



The estimation procedure used in this survey involved the 
inflation of the weighted sample results to independent 
estimates of the total civilian noninstitutional population of 
'the United States by age, race, and sex. These independent 
estimates are based on statistics from decennial censuses; 
statistics on births, deaths, immigration and emigration; and 
statistics on the strength of the Armed Forces. 

The independent population estimates used in this report 
are based on the 1980 decennial census. 



RELIABILITY OF THE ESTIMATES 

Estimates based on a sample may differ somewhat from 
the figures that would have been obtained if a complete 
census had been taken using the same questionnaires, 
instructions, and enumerators. There are two types of errors 
possible in an estimate based on a sample survey: sampling 
and nonsampling. The standard errors provided for this 
report primarily indicate the magnitude of the sampling 
error. They also partially measure the effect of some 
nonsampling errors in response and enumeration, but do not 
measure any systematic biases in the data. The full extent of 
nonsampling error is unknown. Consequently, particular care 
should be exercised in the interpretation of figures based on 
a relatively small number of cases or on small differences 
between estimates. 

Nonsampling variability. Nonsampling errors can be attrib- 
uted to many sources, e.g., inability to obtain information 
about all cases in the sample, definitional difficulties, 
differences in the interpretation of questions, inability or 
unwillingness to provide correct information on the part of 
respondents, inability to recall information, errors made in 
processing the data, errors made in estimating values for 
missing data, and failure to represent all units with the 
sample (undercoverage).

'These areas were chosen to provide coverage in each State and the District of Columbia 
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Undercoverage in the CPS results from missed housing 
units and missed persons within sample households. Overall 
undercoverage, as compared to the level of the 1980 
decennial census, is about 7 percent. It is known that CPS 
undercoverage varies with age, sex, and race. Generally, 
undercoverage is larger for males than for females and larger 
for Blacks and other races than for Whites. Ratio estimation 
to independent age-sex-race population controls partially 
corrects for the bias due to survey undercoverage. However, 
biases exist in the estimates to the extent that missed persons 
in missed households or missed persons in interviewed 
households have different characteristics than interviewed 
persons in the same age-sex-race group. Further, the indepen- 
dent population controls used have not been adjusted for 
undercoverage in the 1980 census. 

Sampling variability. The standard errors given in the follow- 
ing tables are primarily measures of sampling variability, that 
is, of the variations that occurred by chance because a sample 
rather than the entire population was surveyed. The sample 
estimate and its standard error enable one to construct 
confidence intervals, ranges that include the average result of 
all possible samples with a known probability. For example, 
if all possible samples were selected, each of these surveyed 
under essentially the same general conditions using the same 
sample design, and if an estimate and its standard error were 
calculated from each sample, then: 

1. Approximately 68 percent of the intervals from one 
standard error below the estimate to one standard error 
above the estimate would include the average result of all 
possible samples. 

2. Approximately 90 percent of the intervals from 1.6 
standard errors below the estimate to 1.6 standard errors 
above the estimate would include the average result of all 
possible samples. 

3. Approximately 95 percent of the intervals from two 
standard errors below the estimate to two standard errors 
above the estimate would include ♦he average result of all 
possible samples. 



The average result of all possible samples is or is m 
contained in any particular computed interval. However, f< 
a particular sample, one can say with a specified confideni 
that the average estimate derived from all possible samples 
included within the confidence interval. 

Standard errors may also be used to perform hypothei 
testing, a procedure for distinguishing between populatic 
parameters using sample estimates. The most common typ 
of hypotheses are: 1) the population parameters are identic 
or 2) they are different. An example of this would 1 
comparing the mean income of males with a disability vers 
the mean income of males with no disability. Tests may I 
performed at various levels of significance, where a level 
significance is the probability of concluding that the pai 
meters are different when, in fact, they are identical. 

All statements of comparison in the text have passed 
hypothesis test at the 0.10 level of significance or better, ai 
most have passed a hypothesis test at the 0.05 level 
significance or better. This means that, for most different 
cited in the text, the estimated difference between pai 
meters is greater than twice the standard error of t 
difference. For the other differences, where the estimat 
difference between parameters is between 1.6 and 2.0 tinr 
the standard error of the difference, the statement 
comparison is qualified in some way, e.g., by use of t 
phrase "some evidence." 

Comparability of data. Caution should be used in comparii 
results in this study with the results of other studies, 
responses to questions about work disability status a 
sensitive to diiferences in question wording and survi 
design. 

Note when using small estimates. Summary measures (su 
as averages and percent distributions) are shown in the repc 
only when the bass is 75,000 or greater. Because of the lar 
standard errors involved, there is little chance that summ£ 
measures would reveal useful information when computed 
a smaller base. Estimated numbers are shown, however, ev 
though the relative standard errors of these numbers < 
larger than those for corresponding percentages. Th( 
smaller estimates are provided primarily to permit su

Standard error tables and their use. In order to derive 
standard errors that would be applicable ^o a large number of 
estimates and could be prepared at a moderate cost, a 
number of 'approximations were required. Therefore, instead 
of providing an individual standard error for each estimate, 
generalized sets of standard errors are provided for various 
types of characteristics. As a result, the sets of standard 
errors provided give an indication of tha order of magnitude 
of the standard error of an estimate rather than the precise 
standard error. 

The figures presented in tables C-l and C-2 provide 
approximations to standard errors of various estimated 
numbers and percentages. To obtain standard errors for 
specific . characteristics, factors from table C-3 must be 
applied to the standard errors given in tables C-1 and C-2 in 
Drder to adjust for the combined effect of sample design and 
the estimating procedure on the value of the characteristic. 
Standard errors for intermediate values not shown in the 
jeneralizad tables may be approximated by interpolation. 

Two parameters (denoted "a" and "b") are used to 
:alculate standard errors for each type of characteristic; they 
ire presented in table C-4. These parameters were used to 
alculate the standard errors in tables C-1 and C-2 and to 
alculate the factors in table 0-3. They also may be used to 
calculate directly the standard errors for estimated numbers 
ind estimated percentages. Methods for direct computation 
ire given in the following sections. 

Itandard errors of estimated numbers. The approximate 
tandard error, a^, of an estimated number can be obtained 
1 two ways.

The 68-percent confidence interval for the number of 
Blacks with a work disability is from 2,151,000 to 
2,277,000. Similarly, the 95-percent confidence interval is 
from 2,088,000 to 2,340,000. One could then conclude that 
the average estimate obtained from all possible samples 
would lie within a range computed in this way for roughly 95 
percent of all possible samples. 

Standard errors of estimated percentages. The reliability of 
an estimated percentage, computed by using sample data for 
both numerator and denominator, depends on both the size 
of the percentage and the size of the total upon which this 
percentage is based. Estimated percentages are relatively 
more reliable than the corresponding estimates of the 
numerators of the percentages, particularly if the percentages 
are 50 percent or more. When the numerator and denomina- 
tor of the percentage are in different categories, use the 
factor or parameters indicated by the numerator. The
